Grain Inspection. 
Editors Press and Tribane : 


In your article on Grain Inspection of this morn- 
ing several material facts are omitted, and some 
of your conclusions drawn from those presented 
are erroneous. Let me give you some additional 
facts. All graim arriving by cars and transferred 
to warehouses or vessels, is subject to a charge of | 
two cents per bushel ; is inspected into general ‘ 


bins ; and receipis are. given subject to heuting ; 


so that « party buying in store takes the grain 
subject to a charge of two cents per bushel, to be 
drawn from a general bin, and rans his own risk 


of its being in good or bad conditioa, 


All grain arriving by canal can be weighed and 
transferred to vessel at a cost of one-half cent per 
bashel. A person buying from boat hasan op- } 
portunity to examine and judge for himself as to 
quality and condition, and gets the same grain he 
buys. This fact bas great bearing upon the price 
of corn during the heating season, and durmg the 
past summer, more was paid, at times, for corn in 
boats in Zood condition, which would have graded 
No. 2, than could be obtained for No, 1 in store, 
the fear of getting hot corn being equivalent to 


the diffe ence in price and grade. 


It is within bounds to call the difference two 
cents per bushel during the heating season, to 


which add one and one-half cents difference in 


cost of handling, and we have three and one-half 
cents per bushel as against the railroad mode of 


transit. The above difference exists when the 


freights are the same, bat from many points the |. 


freights by river and canal a:e largely ia their 
favor. The fact that grain by canal is or is not 


inspected, cannot alter this cond.tivn of things, 


and so long as the above advantage by canal 


transittexista, so long will shippers take advantage 
of it. The idea entertained by the officers.of the. 
railroads you mention, that the grain seeks the 


canal to avoid inspection, is erroneous, as the 


above facts show, and those entirely conversant 


with the trade, feel that the inspection of graia 
by canal will have no effect upon the traffi : of the 
roads. Upon other gréunds, however, it is deemed 


advisable by many that the inspection should be 
extended to canal grain,and a commitiee of the 


Board of Trade bave been instructed to report up 
on the subject at an early day.
